Compromise on Dairying 


WASHINGTON.- i/l>, -Legislators 


who are working oul a compromise 
farm bill have "pulled the teeth" of 
the controversial "dairy amendments, ' 
Senator 1-ope (Dem., Ida.) announced 
Monday. 


'I liis wa.s his explanation of a substi- 


tute amendment agreed upon by mem- 
bers of a joint congressional commit- 
tee appointed to adjust differences be- 
tween crop control legislation passed 
by the senate and house. 


A.s inserted originally, the amend- 


ments would have denied federal sub- 
sidies and loans to farmers who pro- 
duced dairy or livestock products on 
land retired from cotton, corn, wheat, 
rice or tobacco. I'opc said this has 
been rewritten so thai farmers could 
produce a "normal or ordinary' amount 
of dairy products without loss of ben- 
t-fits. 


No specific limits were placed upon 


use of diverted acres for production of 
poultry or livestock, but the secretary 
of agriculture' was given power to is- 
sue regulations if he finds income of 
established dairy and livestock areas 
adversely affected by competition from 
diverted benefits. 


Administration leaders and represen- 


tatives of the AKricullure Department, 
who inns enforce the farm program, 
had 
protested 
the

amendment, sponsored by liepre.senla- 
tive Boilcau I Prog., Wis.) and Senator 
McNary (Rep., Gve.K Critics said the 
amendment wa.s impossible to adminis- 
ter because it required a, check-up on 
livestock. 


Southern congressmen npp;>.sed Ihe 


amendment, saying one reason for fed- 
eral farm programs was to increase the

HIGHER and higher mounts the evidence that American 


jails are filthy, vermin-packed, ill-regulated fountain 


heads of crime .and corruption. 


Attorney General Homer S. fiimmings calls the nation' 


jails the "worst blot on the American penal system." 


Some years ago the Wickersham Commission describee 


county lock-ups a.s "medieval" and said most of them wen 
indecently crowded, ill-ventilated, unspeakably dirty, a 
morally degrading. 


Every impartial investigator who has taken the trouble 


to tour the country's jails has come to the conclusion that the} 
either should be cleaned up or abolished.

JOSEPH FULLING FISHMAN, former inspector of jails 


for the Department of Justice, is one of the group who feel* 


that the nation would be better off without its county jails 
He .calls them "iniquitous pesthouses ruled by apathetic sher- 
iffs in 95 out of 100 cases." 


Fishman advocates abolition of county jails, as such, and 


substitution of centralized prisons, maintained by groups of 
counties, and administered by trained officers so as to pro- 
vide proper treatment of prisoners, adequate ventilation, ex- 
ercise, food, sanitation and bathing facilities, segregation of 
youths and women, and proper regard for the rights of per- 
sons-awaiting trial. 


Proposals to abolish county jails as presently constituted 


would, of course, require some realignment of our county 


..government. The existing fee system, under which most jails 
.are operated by sheriffs, would have to go. 


Well, why not? Penologists blame many of the ills of the 


present county jail system on the fact that sheriffs are allowed 
to keep all of the jail fees over and above the amount they 
spend to feed prisoners. 


Possibly there would have to be a reshuffling of author- 


ity if several counties used a central jail. Again, why not? 
That is a conservative proposal compared with the oft-voiced 
demands that county government be abolished entirely as un- 
necessary and cumbersome.* * * 
THE plain truth of the jail prblem is that nothing construc- 
1, tive can be done until the people themselves wake up to the 
fact that conditions are deplorable. 


To many citizens, if they think about jails at all, con- 


sider *thenf nothihg mo're than wa*stt?baskets where refuse 
humanity can be thrown and forgotten. They are little im- 
pressed by the fact that the Department of Justice has 
branded 2300 jails, out of 3000 in the country, as unsuitable 
for federal prisoners. 


They would be roused out of their apathy if they took the 


time to see actual jail conditions at first hand. Some sort of 
a mass inspection tour of America's jails might do the trick.

Determining Type of Germ Is Highly Important in 


Combating Pneumonia

Lurgecn general of the United States' 
Public Health Service has begun a ' 
special campaign 
for its control—a 


campaign in which the American Med- 
ical Association is participating. 


It has been found that the groat 


majority of private and public hos- 
pitals in the United States are equip- 
ped to make tests to determine the ex- 
act type of germ in any individual 
case. With this service available, it is' 
possible to apply the serums which 
are of greatest importance in overcom- 
ing the disease. 


In pneumonia the lungs are inflam- 


ed. The condition may corne or, grad- 
ually or suddenly. Usually it follows 
a period of cold or influenza which 
seems to he getting gradually worie. 
As the disease ccrnes on, the patiorjt 
will have a chill, and a fever which 
frequently reaches 102 or more de- 
grees. 


A cough begins and because of the 


inflammation of the lung, there will he 
pain in breathing. This inflammation 
is called pleurisy. The maiorial ox- 
pectcrated appears to be slightly rt-l 
or rusty in color, due to the presence 
] 


of Wood.

The first stage of pneumonia is an j 


engorgement of the lung by blood, 
causing coughing and appearance of 
blood in the sputum. 


As the condition continues it be- 


comes more and more difficult for the 


heart to force blood through the lung. 
Breathing becomes difficult and the 
.skin appears flushed and blue. 


The patient may frequently be ex- 


hausted by fever, inability to breathe, 
wear and tear on the heart, and sleep- 
lessness. 
Bi.sitc-rlike sores around the 


mouth and lips are al.so frequent. 


Fneurncnia may be of various types. 


S.-jn-.c-limes it will attack the entire 
lung; sunctmies only one of the lobes. 
The left lung hai> two compartments or 
lobes; the right lung has three. 


The physician can tell by a physical 


examination how much of the lung is 
involved. An X-ray picture at the 
••jTc lime will enable- him to confirm 
what he finds out by listening to tha 
lung, by thumping the chest and by 
other methods. 


There are more than 30 varieties of 


the germ called the pneurnococcus, and 
it is highly desirable' in each case o'f 
pneumonia to determine which variety 
is responsible.

Styles Vary According to Section

The use of silage a.s the only rough- 


age for feeding dairy cows was thought, 
a few years ago. to be injurious to the 
cow as well a.s lacking in sufficient 
food nutrients to maintain milk pro- 
duction. Experimental results now in- 
dicate thai silage can be used success- 
fully and economically. 


Research work in an astern state has 


shown that mnlasses-grass silage can 
be used successfully a.s the only rough- 
age for dairy cows in milk production, 
according to V. L. Gregg, Extension 
dairyman, University of Arkansas Col- 
lege of Agriculture. Results showed 
that molasses-grass silage will replace 
corn silage or hay in the ration of a 
dairy cow without influencing the pro- 
ductive level of the cow lo a market 
extent. 


This research work with molasses- 


grass silage alone, Mr. Gregg said, in- 
dicates the possibility for Arkansas 
dairymen to adopl the use of silage as 
the sole roughage for dairy cows with 
satisfactory production results, al much 
lower feed cosl lhan the present ac- 
?epted feed ratons.

very much standardized, yet this does 
nqt prevent different interpretation of 
the rules. Body contact in the mid- 
west may become very rough and 
vicious before a foul is called, while in 
the east, the mere suggestion of rough- 
ing is instantly called by .the officials. 
.Screen plays, or "pick-offs," are 
looked upon with suspicion along the 
Atlantic seaboard, and often as not, 
result in a foul, yet midwestern, south- 
ern and far western teams use this 
style of play with great freedom. 


In fact, this maneuver, which by 


split-second 
blocking of a defensive 


player's path gives a man a clear shot 
at the basket, has proved a big bone 
of contention in the past every time 
a "foreign" invader came east. 


Perhaps it's all for the best th-it the 


game does vary. There's nothing as 
spicy as variety.
